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CONCORDIA BOARD CRITICAL OF BILLS 105 AND 111 


Friday, February 18, 1983 - The Board of Governors of Concordia 
University last night unanimously adopted a resolution criticizing the 
Quebec Government's Bills 105 and 111. 


The text of the resolution reads as follows: "The Concordia University 
Board of Governors expresses deepest concern about the effect of the 
normative (non-salary) clauses of Bill 105 on the quality of education and 
doubts the wisdom of the decrees. 


"The Board of Governors also deplores the extreme measures enacted in 
Bill 111 and is concerned about the effects this legislation will have on 
social justice and human rights in our society." 


The item was brought to the Concordia Board by student governor Glen 
Murray, a former student association president. The 30-member board is 
composed of students, faculty members, administrators and external 
community representatives.
